Care of Your Children

tn jvlntry weather, the youniter 
school children are done up In ski 
pants, snow suits, sweaters, over- 
shoes, mufflers, mittens and warm 
raps. They look Ilka fat bundles as 
trie warjdle clown the hall to their 
classrooms, where the teacher walls 
u> help them come out from under. 

Mothers could be of great help In 
this situation. In many cities the 
beginners' classes are large, some- 
times as big as 50 6-year- olds to 
ITleacrieTrT Gettlfig oTf the" wraps, 
leggings and overshoes Is bad 
enough, but getting them on again 
at dismissal times, recess times and 
worst of all at "rapid dismissal" 
times, is something. 

Think about ttie time and patience 
It took to get one small one bundled 
up, and then- think of the teacher 
who must get 50 such little ones Into 
their outer, clothlnj under time 
pressure. One child cannot button 
his coat. Another can't get his zipper 
going. Still another Is wearing rub- 
bers too small for his shoes and 
cannot get them on beyond his toes. 
Several other* just' stand" holding 
their bundle, looking helpless. Help- 
less they are. 

Every intelligent and physically 
(It child can be taught to put on 
his outer clothing promptly. If the 
teaching begins as soon as he can 
get out and into his pajamas and is 
continued to the time he enters 
school, the teacher will bless his 
mother. 

Another thing. Coats, sweaters, 
rubbers and caps frequently are lost. 
This can be avoided largely if each 
Borment. glove, rubber and cap la 
labeled, with the child's name. Every 
public school has a collection of such 
things at the end of the fall term. 
Nobody claims them. Had their 
ownere' names been In them, they 
could have been returned promptly. 
. All school children should carry 
iiituea.. -All -kindergarten children 
should know their .names, their 
father's names, their addresses and.
